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Old  Quincy  School, 
relic  or  community  center?

After  a  few  false  starts  and 
many  delays^  the  Chinese  Con¬ 
solidated  Benevolent  Association 
(CCBA)  is  gearing  up  once  again 
to  renovate  the  old  Quincy 
School  building  located  on  Tyler 
Street.  The  CCBA  plans  to 
convert  the  building-which  has 
been  unoccupied  now  for  four 
years. 

An  Oct.  2  CCBA  meeting 
with  other  community  organi¬ 
zations  to  discuss  the  various 
uses  of  the  building  was  canceled 
because  too  few  CCBA  members 
showed  up.  Peter  Wong,  CCBA 
president  said  a  meeting  would 
be  rescheduled  sometime  after 
Oct.  10.  He  also  said  the  CCBA 
has  received  two  bids  for  the 
renovation  work,  as  yet  un¬ 
opened  because  more  bids,  are 
expected. 

Numerous  Chinatown 

agencies  have  expressed  interest 
in  the  121-year-old  building  for 
their  programs.  Beveriy  Wing  of 
the  Vocational  English  Educa¬ 
tion  Program  (VEEP)  said  they 
would  like  one  flooor  of  the 
three  story  building  for  their 
classes.  Quong  Kow  Chinese 
Language  School  would  also  li^ 
classroom  space,  and  the 
Chinese-American  Civic  Associ¬ 
ation  (CACA)  has  also  expressed 
interest  in  space  for  its  adult 
English  classes.  All  three  pro¬ 
grams  are  currently  housed  at 
18  Oxford  Street,  where  rents 
have  been  raised  in  the  past 
year,  with  new  ownership  of  the 
building.  Rents  for  some  have 
nearly  tripled,  according  to  the 
agencies. 

The  City  of  Boston  owns  the, 
old  Quincy  School.  Four  years 
ago,  when  the  new  Quincy  Com¬ 
munity  School  opened  on  Wash¬ 
ington  Street,  the  city  agreed  to 
sell  the  old  Quincy  School  build¬ 
ing  and  property  to  the  CCBA 
for  $1.00  after  a  firm  plan  for 
the  building’s  use  was 
established. 

Mark  Breen  of  the  Public 
Facilities  Department  said  the 


city  would  seek  “proposals  from 
elsewhere”  if  the  CCBA  does  not 
act  soon. 

“This  has  been  going  on  for 
quite  some  time,”  Breen  said. 
“The  latest  I  heard  was  that  they 
(the  CCBA)  didn’t  want  it  after 
all.” 

After  being  informed  that  the 
CCBA  had  planned  a  meeting, 
Breen  said  there  was  no  set  time 
limit  but  that  he  hoped  things 
would  progress  faster  than  in  the 
past. 

The  Quincy  School  building, 
constructed  in  1848,  is  a  nation¬ 
al  historic  landmark,  but  that 
does  not  necessarily  prevent  the 
structure  from  being  tom  down. 
The  building,  however,  carries 
tax  incentives  for  using  the 
existing  structure  and  enormous 
tax  losses  for  tearing  it  down. 

Three  years  ago,  the  Chinese 
community  received  Community 
Development  Block  Grant 
monies  from  the  city  to  hire  an 
architect  and  to  formulate  a  plan 
for  the  building’s  use. 

“But  unfortunately,  the  plan 
was  way  out  of  sight,  and  the 
CCBA  had  no  way  of  coming  up 
with  the  half  million  dollars  the 
plan  called  for,”  according  to 
Alice  Boelter,  planner  with  the 
City’s  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  (BRA). 

Although  no  one  has  esti¬ 
mated  the  cost  of  the  renova¬ 
tions,  costs  are  likely  to  be  high. 
Beverly  Wing  describes  the  13 
rooms  as  “a  mess.”  She  said 
vandals  have  stripped  the  bath¬ 
room  Hxtures  and  most  of  the 
copper  plumbing  has  been 
ripped  out.  The  ceilings,  walls 
and  floors  have  been  damaged 
by  water  and  moisture,  and 
require  scraping  and  painting. 

A  dozen  broken  window 
panes  can  be  seen  from  the 
outside,  as  well  as  three  windows 
that  are  wide  open.  One  steel 
windowgrate  on  the  basement 
level  has  been  wrenched  open 
The  grounds  around  the  building 
are  littered  with  paper  and 
broken  glass. 


White  wins 
big  in 
Chinatown 

In  what  was  probably  the 
largest  preliminary  election  turn¬ 
out  ever  in  Chinatown— South 
Cove  (precinct  8,  ward  5  ), 
Mayor  Kevin  White  swamped  the 
opposition,  receiving  345,  or 


about  70-percent  of  the  506 
votes  cast. 

Joseph  Timilty,  who  ran 
second  to  White  citywide  and 
faces  the  mayor  in  the  Nov.  6 
final  election,  came  in  a  poor 
fourth  in  Chinatown— South 
Cove,  garnering  only  36  votes. 

David  Finnegan  ran  second 
with  68  votes  and  Mel  King  third 
with  56  votes.

USD  A  nutrition  center  one  step 
closer  to  reality 


The  U.S.  Department  of 
Agriculture’s  $20  million  Nutri- 
jtion  Center  is  a  step  closer  to 
construction  start-up  with  the 
recent  designation  of  the  USDA 
as  developer  of  the  land  parcel 
located  at  the  corner  of  Stuart 
and  Washington  Streets. 

The  action  came  at  a  Sept.  21 
Boston  Redevelopment  Author^ 
ity  (BRA)  board  meeting  where 
members  heard  complaints 
voiced  by  members  of  the 
Chinatown  Task  Force  on  Hous¬ 
ing  and  Land  Development,  then 
BRA  board  voted  unaimously  in 
favor  of  the  USDA  as  developer. 

The  land  parcel  was  part  of 
the  Tufts-New  England  Medical 
Center  (T-NEMC)  1966  master 
pldn.  However,  T-NEMC  re¬ 
linquished  the  land  when  the 
USDA,  in  conjunction  with 
Tufts,  decided  on  the  downtown 
location  for  the  Nutrition 
Center. 

The  Task  Force  asked  the 
BRA  board  to  vote  to  delay 
construction  until  a  study  of 
the  Nutrition  Center’s  impact  of 
Chinatown  could  be  prepared. 
“We  were  talking  alraut  the 
survival  of  the  community,” 
Vinnie  Lee,  Task  Force  member 
said.  “I  told  them  our  needs  and 
that  the  (Nutrition  Center)  puts 


on  the  pressure  for  finding  more 
housing.” 

Vinnie  Lee,  a  Task  Force 
member  said  the  BRA  board 
members  were  “sympathetic” 
and  asked  questions  aboui 
Chinatown’s  concerns.  Lee  said, 
however,  that  they  felt  that  the 
BRA  could  not  justify  delaying 
construction. 

Members  of  the  Task  Force, 
and  others  in  Chinatown,  view 
the  Nutrition  Center  as  an  exten¬ 
sion  of  T-NEMC,  as  much  as  the 
U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture. 
However,  Joseph  Cummings,  a 
USDA  lawyer,  would  go  no 
further  than  to  say  there  would 
be  “cooperative  work  done  with 
Tufts.” 

The  Chinese-American  Civic 
Association  (CACA)  has  ex¬ 
pressed  doubts  over  whether  the 
Nutrition  Center  can  benefit 
Chinatown  in  any  way.  “The 
Nutrition  Center  is  being  put  in 
the  wrong  place,”  said  Louis 
Scrima,  executive  director  of  the 
CACA.  “It’s  ironic  a  facility  that 
is  suppose  to  enrich  people’s 
lives  will  have  the  reverse  affect 
on  the  lives  of  the  people  in 
Chinatown.” 

There  has  been  some  con¬ 
fusion  by  the  Chinese  Economic 
Development  Council  (CEDC) 


Yu  Sing  Jung  resigns 
as  CEDC  board  chairman 


Citing  potential  conflict  of  in¬ 
terest  between  himself  and  up¬ 
coming  Chinese  Economic  De¬ 
velopment  Council  (CEDC)  pro¬ 
jects,  CEDC  Chairman  of  the 
Board  Yu  Sing  Jung  resigned  his 
post  at  the  Oct.  9  CEDC  board 
meeting. 

Although  Jung’s  resignation  - 
and  the  reason  for  it  -  has  been 
expected  for  some  time,  the 
announcement  came  as  a  sur¬ 
prise  to  many  of  the  board  and 
staff  members  present  at  the 
meeting. 

(Jung  is  a  partner  in  the 
architectual  firm  of  Jung, 
Brennen.  A  conflict  of  interest 
could  arise,  for  instance,  if  Jung, 
as  a  board  member,  knew  the 
confidential  status  of  a  CEDC 
project  which  his  firm  wanted  to 
bid  for.) 

Vice  Chairman  Edward  Guen 
was  the  sole  nominee  and  was 
unanimously  elected  chairman

following  Jung’s  resignation, 
which  was  announced  at  the 
beginning  of  the  board  meeting. 

After  briefly  reviewing  what 
he  called  “the  good  news,” 
including  a  $75,000  grant  to 
explore  the  possibility  of  the 
CEDC  purchasing  two  local 
buildings,  Jung  said,  “to  receive 
money  for  real  estate  ventures 
puts  me  in  a  conflict  of  interest. 
1  hereby  resign  as  chairman  of 
the  board.  I  do  not  want  to 
know  the  confidential  status  of 
real  estate  in  a  special  impact 
area  (Chinatown).” 

Guen,  who  has  served  on  the 
board  and  as  president  of  the 
Chinese  American  Civic  Asso¬ 
ciation,  as  well  as  serving  as  a 
representative  to  Action  for 
Boston  Community  (ABCD), 
said  of  his  new  position,  “It  is  a 
lot  of  responsibility  and  a  lot  of 
work.  It  is  a  challenge  and  I 
look  forward  to  challenges.”

over  whether  it  has,  or  has  not, 
endorsed  the  Center.  (Although 
the  approved  minutes  from 
CEDC’s  board  of  directors  meet¬ 
ing  indicate  official  endorse¬ 
ment,  Board  Chairman  Yu  Sing 
Jung  said  he  was  not  sure  and 
did  not  remember  the  board  ever 
taking  an  official  stand. 

CEDC  Executive  Director 
William  Leong  said  some  weeks 
ago  the  CEDC  did  not  endorse 
the  project  but  that  he  per¬ 
sonally,  did.  “You  have  to 
choose  your  battles,”  Leong 
said. 

More  recently,  Leong  said, 
“What  you  read  in  the  approved 
minutes  is  true.” 

Those  minutes,  however, 
were  called  “ambiguous”  by 
Jung.) 

The  USDA  officials  inter- 
viewd  by  SAMPAN  did  not 
know  when  construction  would 
begin  on  the  12-14  story  build¬ 
ing.  The  BRA  estimates  the 
Center  will  provide  about  250 
permanent  jobs  and  temporary 
construction  jobs. 

Cummings  said  the  USDA 
will  comply  with  the  law  regard¬ 
ing  employment  of  minorities 
and  that  the  Chinese  would  not 
be  given  any  preference  for  jobs. 
“That  would  be  illegal,” 
Cummings  said. 


CEDC  plans 
new  housing 

on  Oxford  St. 

In  its  most  expensive  and 
ambitious  project  to  date,  the 
Chinese  Economic  Development 
Council  (CEDC)  is  planning  to 
renovate  the  four  existing  stories 
of  the  old  Telephone  Annex 
building  on  Oxford  Street,  add 
four  more  floors  and  build  48 
profit-making  apartments. 

The  location  of  the  $2  mil¬ 
lion  project  has  been  approved 
by  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  (BRA).  CEDC  is  wait¬ 
ing  for  a  waiver  from  the  federal 
office  of  Housing  and  Urban 
Development  (HUD)  to  allow 
families  to  move  into  the 
federally  funded  complex.  A 
waiver  is  needed  because  under 
current  HUD  regulations  build¬ 
ings  with  elevators  can  not  be 
used  to  house  families  with 
children  unless  special  per¬ 
mission  is  granted. 

“We  are  counting  on  getting 
that  waiver,”  said  Cris  Lane, 
CEDC’s  director  of  housing  and 
land  development.  In  the  mean¬ 
time,  Lane  said,  HUD  is  review¬ 
ing  other  parts  of  the  proposal 
before  agreeing  to  pay  90- 
percent  of  the  project’s 
mortgage. 

Several  Chinatown  organiza¬ 
tions  are  concerned  about  the 
profit  making  aspect  of  the 
proposed  housing  project.  CEDC 
recently  received  an  angry  letter 
from  the  Chinatown  Task  Force 
on  Housing  and  Land  Develop¬ 
ment  calling  the  project

In  other  developments  at  the 
board  meeting,  CEOC  Executive 
Director  William  Leong  told  the 
10  board  members  present  that 
an  “extremely  large”  amount  of 
federal  money-nearly  $200  mil- 
lion~would  be  allocated  to  the 
some  42  community  Develop¬ 
ment  Councils  nationwide. 

“So  we  are  under  some 
pressure,”  Leong  said.  “We’ve 
got  to  get  some  of  these  ventures 
off  the  ground.  I’m  really 
pushing  my  staff.”  Leong  re¬ 
ported  the  CEDC  received  303 
applications  for  the  job  as  public 
relations  office-at  a  salary  of 
about  $16,000  per  year-and  that 
the  three  Chinese  applicants 
were  not  qualified. 

“We  are  down  to  two  candi-- 
dates  now,”  Leong  said.  “I 
expect  to  have  my  PR  (pubiic 
relations)  department  going  by 
the  next  board  meeting.” 

Concerning  the  $75,000  spe¬ 
cial  grant  to  explore  purchase 
options  on  two  local  buildings, 
Leong  said  the  matter  was 
confidential  and  the  buildings 
could  not  be  identified. 

The  CEDC,  Leong  said,  has 
completed  a  “complete  survey 
on  the  garbage  problem  in 
Chinatown.  We  now  have  a 
number  of  consultants  and  all 
the  data  for  a  viable  garbage 
project.”

The  final  election  will  be  for 
Mayor,  City  Council,  and  School 
Committee.

“maximum-profit  luxury  hous¬ 
ing”  and  pointing  out  China¬ 
town’s  “desperate”  need  for  low 
and  middle  income  housing. 

On  reading  the  letter.  Lane 
said  it  was  “a  misunderstand¬ 
ing.”  He  said  the  federal  govern¬ 
ment  “wants  any  project  to 
make  money  and  use  that  profit 
as  seed  money  for  the  next 
venture,  so  you  won’t  have  to  go 
back  to  them.” 

Lane  said  the  rents  on  the 
apartments  will  range  from  $520 
per  month  for  one  bedroom  to 
$779  for  three  bedrooms.  These 
prices.  Lane  said,  are  within 
accepted  HUD  guidelines. 
Further,  he  said,  the  entire 
project  is  federally  funded  and 
the  rents  will  be  subsidized  so  no 
tenant  will  pay  more  than  one 
quarter  of  his  or  her  monthly 
income. 

Although  the  project  will  be 
federally  financed.  Lane  said  the 
CEDC  will  form  a  syndicate,  a 
group  of  seven  to  ten,  or  more, 
people  who  would  invest  be¬ 
tween  $10,000  and  $50,000 
each  in  the  project  as  a  tax 
shelter.  The  syndicate  investors. 
Lane  said,  would  have  no 
control  over  the  management  of 
the  building,  which  will  be  in  the 
hands  of  the  CEDC. 

Lane  said  CEDC  expects 
some 

of  the  syndicate  money  to  cover 
construction  cost  overruns, 
which.  Lane  said,  were  a  fact  of 
life  with  building  costs  in¬ 
creasing  at  a  rate  of  about  10 
percent  every  six  months. 

Another  concern,  expressed 
by  Louis  Scrima,  executive  dir¬ 
ector  of  the  Chinese  American 
Civic  Association  (CACA)  is  the 
low  number  of  multi-bedroom 
apartments  planned.  Of  the  48 
apartments,  CEDC  plans  30 
single  bedroom  apartments,  12 
two  bedroom  apartments,  and 
6  two'  arid  three  bedroom 
duplexes.

Pine  Street  Inn 
to  move  out  of 
Chinatown

“Pine  Street  Inn  always  looks 
dirty,”  said  a  Chinatown  resi¬ 
dent  recently,  while  standing  on 
Harrison  Avenue,  “and  the 
people  there  look  the  same.” 

Residents  of  Chinatown  have 
long  been  concerned  with  its 
neighbor.  Pine  Street  Inn.  But  at 
the  end  of  this  month,  the  inn, 
which  has  been  Boston’s  refuge 
for  homeless  men  for  over  63 
years,  will  be  moving  to  the  old 
Boston  Fire  Department  head¬ 
quarters  on  Bristol  Street  in 
Boston’s  South  End. 

Presently  the  inn  houses 
guests  from  various  walks  of  life. 
The  homeless  men  usually  have 
either  physical  or  mental  pro¬ 
blems.  Most  are  alcoholics. 
Virtually  all  suffer  from 
malnutrition. 

The  new  facility  wiU  also 
have  50  beds  aviulable  to  women 
and  will  be  the  largest  shelter  of  it 
kind  in  the  Boston  area. 

Paul  D.  Sullivan,  44,  the  inn 
director  and  a  recovered  alco¬ 
holic,  was  recently  quoted  say¬ 
ing  “the  homeless  don’t  have 
access  to  the  means  of  survival,” 
and  that  the  inn  provides 
“what’ll  keep  them  alive.”  The 
guests  are  offered  three  hot 
meals  a  day,  shelter,  clothing, 
counseling,  medicai  attention 
and  transportation  to  hospitals  if 
necessary. 

The  inn  serves  only  as  a 
shelter  and  does  not  require  the
